The New York Euuiug Post has a letter from 
Malnauoras, dated February M, which gives 
some impoitant informaliou. The le tter says 
that quite a trade iu cottou is going on through 
Brownsville. It is sold to those who furnish 
copplies for the rebel army. A very large mail 
paesed through Brownsville from Richmond 
a few days since, on its way to Europe. The 
rebels have their agents In Matamoras, receiv- 
ing their cottou aud furnishing them with 
equipments and varions nece-ssary commodi- 
ties. Two thousand men could breakup Ibis 
trade and control all tbe Stale west of San An- 
tonio.

He give s a gloomy account of thirgs 
there. Here ate some ol tbe prices: — Beef, 
oue dollar per pouud; jtoik, oue dollar aud a 
quarter; butlir, three doll irs per pound; ba- 
eoc, oue dollar and liticcn ceuts do.; tea, 
n >ne lo be bad except at rthnloai prices; coffoe 
do.- eggs, two dollars per dozen; calico, two dol- 
larB',N:r yard; ready-made coal, 1mm eighty lo a 
bundled dollars; soft woo) hat,. Irom twenty-five 
to thiuy dollars. My informant bad uu aa 
ordinary pair of bools, for which be paidsix- 
ty dollan These prices are in Confederate 
money. One dollar in **obl brings three dol 
bars aud City cents iu Coulcdciau: bills. Oue 
dollar in our Treasury uotes brings two dol- 
lars iu Confclerale bills. I have the same ac- 
counts from •thersourees. 

These, even when reduced to the gold stand- 
ard, are famint prices; and iu Richmond tbe 
rebels arc better supplied with all the articles 
enumerated that any other place within the 
limits of the reve.lcd Stales. Hence we be- 
lieve that from steer exhaustion the rebellion 
will collapse with a single decisive Uuion 
victory in the field, East or West.

These resolutions were referred to a select 
committee, cop>lsiiug of Shanklln, Proctor, 
Johnson, Conklin aud myseif. Tlisl commit- 
tee has not reported, nor have I mado auy 
effort to procure a report from this special 
committee:, as, since the Introduction of this 
■m ature, I he Committee ou Federal Rclel ions 
have reported the measures now uuder con- 
sideration, which substantially embrace my 
proposition. They are entirely germaiu, and 
the adoption of the majority report, which I 
favor, will accomplish every object of my own 
resolutions. It is said that revolutions always 
go beyond tbe^wrougs to be remedied and 
avenged, always beyond tbe intuition of the 
projectors, and the maguiiudc of the struggle 
is never fully estimated by the pirties who 
bring on aud resist tbe same. At the begin- 
ning ol the revolution of 1776 the Colonies did 
uol think ol independence, nor did the British 
Crown and Parliament think of the cost aud 
difficulty of whipping 3 000,000 re bebv-drcsaed 
iu buckskin in the backwoods of America. 
As revolutionary wars are always to punish 
some wrougs, some oppressions, soiue duptiva 
lion of rights, some om-r»us burdens lu tbrnw 
oli; uuless Ibis rebellion, Ibis tremendous el- 
fort at rev. ■ i in ion is au exception lo those 
which have preceded it, Ihere has beeu greal 
wrongs committe d in this country somewhere. 
What principle, what motive iuspircs the 
American youth of the North, the South, and 
ibe great West to rash into the lists ol the 
contending hosts, swelllug their uuiabors lo 
oue and a half or two millions of men? 1;. 
the West aud North they have gone to the. 
war lo sustain tbe idea of ooustiluilonal Uniou 
and the liberty of tbe people of all the States as 
argued by the public men and presses of the 
Union States. To whip out a rebellion against 
the constitution il supremacy ot the National 
Government leijititiuiitly administered. This 
was und is the argument. What is the argu- 
meut iu the Sou, n .- That tbe people of the 
North are for depriving them of their right to 
security of person and properly by arming, 
sleabng, and inciting to insurrection their 
African slayes. That the leaders of abolition 
are using the Qoyerpment to make war on 
the Slate right of African slavery. Uu the 
Slate right lo regulate and control its own do- 
mestic affairs by each and every Stale. Oh, 
how American treemeu fight for the vindica- 
tion of their Idea of regulated civil liberty and 
rights as they are vouchsafed by written con- 
stitutions, it the people who compose these 
armies are lighting uuder delusion, it is uoi 
their fault, but the crime of all this bloodshed, 
which would "ihe great seas incarnadine," is 
upon the beads of malignaut, corrupt, ambi- 
tious leaders of both seclious lo the strife. 
Mr. Chirman, you will recollect in July, 1801, 
what gloom was cast upon tbe Uaion cause 
iu Keutucky by tbe news of the disastrous 
battle of Bull Run. I well and vividly remem- 
ber with what stunning, appalliug weight that 
sad story of defeat fell u|ion the Uuion heart 
of Kentucky. The Uniou meu were conjured 
lo stand Urmly by their cause. And they did 
stand. The Crittenden resolution passed the 
House with but two votes against it— cast by- 
two Missouri dlsuniouists: 

"RiMJved by the Ho»* of Heomtntativet of 
the C<niffrex8of lite United jStoiVx, That the pn s 
ent deplorable civil war has beeu forced upon 
the country by the disuuiouisis of the Souih- 
eru Stales, now iu revolt against the constitu- 
tional government, and in arms around the 
Capital. 

'• I bat in this national emergency, Congn sb, 
banishing all feelings of passion aud mere re 
sentmeut, will recollect ouly its duly to tbe 
whole country; that ihis is not a war wa^td 
on their part in auy spirit of oppression nor 
any pnrjiose of conquest or subjugation, uor 
for in. purpose of overthrowing or luterferiug 
with the rights or established institutions ol 
tboae Stales, but lo defend aud mainlaiu ibe 
supremacy ol ihe Constitution aud to preserve 
the Uuiou with all ihe diguily, e quality and 
rights of the s.-veral Stales unimpaired, and 
that as soon as these objects are accomplished 
the war ought to cease." 

This measure adopted with such unprece- 
dented unanimity by a Congress which repre- 
sented every shade of political sentiment, 
every type of political morula from a consti- 
tutional Uuiou man down; immeasurably 
down, lo the Goths and Vaudals whose mis- 
sion is to advocate; negro stealing. Tbe Pres 
idenl's inaugural and this Crittendeu reiohl 
tiou defined the policy of the war — pledged 
the Government and people to a war for the 
restoration of the Uuiou and the just suprem- 
acy of the Constitution. No conquest, no 
subjugation, uo war on State institutions — 
war to vindicate the rights and just powers of 
the* Government, no more, no less— was the 
pledge. Under this policy and these circum- 
stances this Legislature was elected. In Sep- 
tember we convened; tbe Confederate inva- 
sion soon followed — we called for volunteers 
io rt pel invaders and fight for the Uuiou; 
aud 45,000 of Kentucky's bravest sous put on 
all the armor of manhood, of courage, aud 
love for the noblest cause that ever warmed a 
patriot's heart lo generous action. I say noth- 
ing of the legions of young men who jolacd 
tbe army from the same motive in other States 
of the West and Northwest, and also in tbe 
Central Slates. Tbe war goes on, large ar- 
mies are marshaled for the conflict. The 
Union Slate* respond in heavy quotas to the

and the air clamors with Ibe echoes of clash- 
ing afms. Mill Spring, Pea Ridge, Wilson's 
Creek, Forts Donelsoa and Henry, and Is- 
land No. Ten are only words and places il- 
lustrative of American valor and character, 
lire Union armies are generally succesi>ful. 
The i ' in l troops are driven out ol Keutucky 
and Missouri, ahd that loo with the powerful 
assistance ot troops raised ip these Slates. A 
new era of the war is ushered In by a change 
of policy lu March, 1803. The Presideut scuds 
his message lo Congress recommending that 
novel, strange doctrine and policy of couipen 
suing, by vppropriations irom tbe national 
treasury, auy border slave Slate which would 
abolish slavery. This proposition of the Pres 
Idem was pressed into has bead by tbe lever 
aud machinery of New England abolition. 
This proposition was accompanied with the 
specious and brilliant idea that if the linajhil 
Slates would get rid ot slaves that would de- 
prive Use cottou Slates of all motive to con- 



tinue the struggle, as tbey would not wish to 
take into their union tbe once slave but now 
free 8saars of the border. This "presto 
ehaace policy would so change our character 
at once, as if by magic, that the people of Ibe 
rebe I States would not desire any political 
count cllou with us, or remember us as the 
same peoule who lived iu Kentucky one year 
belore. It would purity us — we should dress 
ourselves in the "sackcloth and ashes'' of ab 
oil Hon to prepare ourselves for the association 
of there latter-day saints, headed by such pure 
names as Cameron, Sumner, Phillips, Chase, 
Greeley, and Lovejoy. A few days after this 
aessage was sent lo Congress, the Legislatme 
being In session, I offered the following- reso 
lutions.responslve to the occasion— to thois-u.- 
raised by the message : 

* Revived by the General Astemh'y of the 
Vammonviealth oj Kentucky, That Congress 
bfis uo cou8iitutionai power, and therefore no 
vMhtj 'toco operate with any Stale which may 
adopt a gradual abolishment of slavery, giving 
lo such Stale iiecuuiary aid, lo be used by 
such Stale iu itB discretioa to compensate for 
the inconveuieuce, public aud private, by aneb 
chauire of system.' 

" A-kuW, That ' tbe initiation of emancipa- 
tion* ia the loyal horde i States, brought about 
by the offer of aid by Congress, or compulsory 
emanpiputiou by Congress, throng U tbe in 
strumentallty of the army. In the cotton aud 
rebel border States, would give strength lo the 
rebellion, by verifying the apprehended wrong, 
the fear Of which was one controlling cause ol 
the rebellion, and would drive the Union men 
of the slaj-e Miaiea Irom the ir allegiance. 

"Hemtved, That 'whether the pecuniary com 
I n -aiiou leudered would not be of more value 
to ihe Staler and private licrsoas coucerned. 
than are the institutions and property in it, iu 
the preseut aspect of ourallairs,' is a .pi -t ion 
which Kentucky will uot entertain, coiniug 
from lha National Executive, Congress, or 
otbt r source outsnio of keulucky, iu any 'as 
pact of our ull iirs ' 

"hem-lved, Tbatonr chivalrous army, officer- 
ed by men imbued with discipline to the law, 
civil as well as military, and subordinate to 
the former, together with tbe contiuued ob- 
servance qf the pledec aud p jlicy not to inter- 
fere with slavery in "fie States, atlord the best 
and only guarantees of a speedy reduction of 
the rebellion, the restoration ol ihe old Uuion, 
aud the blessings, without uumber, which 
cluster around its adhering members." 

I was unfortiiuale, perhaps the Stale was 
unfortunate, iu failing to impress upon tbe 
House auy Just appreciation of lb<*se resolu 
lions at Ihe time; iudeed, the House refused to 
suspend tbe rule aud take a direct vote ou their 
pa- sage. I was met with the objection that 
the I'rc6idcut should uot be annoyed — that he 
bad already annoyance euough to coulend 
with. I was surprised at this objection coming 
as it did .in the Hon. Member from Boyle 
, Mr. Bell), inasmuch as he c luyasacd Ibe Slate 
lu 1S50 tor a Cougressioual tdave code for the 
Territories II the Stale is uot "annoyed" by 
the "pretsure" of this "compensated emanci- 
pation" policy belore the next August 
election, more than the; Presit|.cqt has beeu, 
I shall be agreeably disappointed, aud 
fraukiy admit that I have underrated ibe po- 
litical sagacity of the diaiioguish«d geullemau 
from Botle. What th* lutuiu has iu store for 
Kentucky ou this subject tbo fuiure alone can 
reveal — mayita reveiatious be as beueticenl 
and congenial to our people as their sympa 
Hue, aud aspiratious are kiudly and ardeut 
towards a'l men aud all Staler, whether suffer- 
ing for the waut of prosperity in the aria of 
peace or Ihe ruder, more afflicting seem s ol 
carnage and raiu of "grim-visaged war." 
This change of policy in tbe conduct ot Ibe 
war by the men ot the North argues evil aud 
nolbluc, but evil. The President taking coun 
uel from New England instead ot the Border 
aud Western Stales alarms me. His attempt 
lo put idown rebellion iu Ihe Coiton Stales 
with a New England rule and policy awakens 
the appreheuaiou of failure. Discardiug the 
conservative counsel aud law of the Criilendeu 
and D >uglas schools, aud adopting that of 
Sumner and Stevens — dismissing McCiellau 
and experimenting with Pope, Burnaide, 
Hooker, and lialleck ia ibe a allies which Btake 
up the unity of a uatiou ami the peae>e and 
h.ippiuessot the world, are incideuis which 
are toreiug the unwilling conviction ution all 
intelligent ui u. i- thai tbe Administration is 
unequal lo the occasion and the L'uion going 
down under its misrule perhaps lorever. In 
couneciiou with ibis border State policy, 
Maryland and Missouri have given way ; ii 
may be they have yielded the ballot-box to 
the cartridge box aud tbe gleaming bayonet. 
The geutleiuan from Madison i.Vfr. Bu'rnano 
says it be lived in Missouri he might be iu fa- 
vor of it, as that Slate is almost surrounded 
by free State boundaries. It il were eutirely 
surrouuded — iudeed, the outy slave Slate In 
ihe Union — it were perfectly secure, and cou- 
t. utcd, aud happy, It the surrouudiug States 
live up to Hie laws of the land. He might 
yield mlMissouri lo get clear of aggressions | 
then may he not yield to apprehended ag- 
gressions aud yield In Kentucky ? The gen- 
tlemau says he is opposed to emancipa- 
tion; but 1 would much prcler that h ■ should 
build his partition walls higher aud stronger 
betweeu emancipation on the oue side and a 
conservative policy on the other. Yieldiug to 
aggression Dut iuviles the repetition ot it. 
Kentucky bas furnished perhaps a larger quota 
for the Uuiou cuuse, in proportion to the uum- 
ber of her enrolled militia, thau any Stale eu 
gaged iu the struggle ou our side. These 
troops volunteered to preserve tbe Govern- 
ment, with the existing relations of Slate aud 
Stale institutions as ihey were at the time 
ihey entered the service. After she bad lur- 
nisbed ihe highest evidence of patriotism aud 
mauly devotion lo the Uuion of the Sutea, 
then to apply the compensated emancipation 
policy as a test of the Unionism of these Slates 
is a pice-e of bullyism— of blackguardism— 
which could only liud Its origib iu the distem- 
pered braiu ot New England abolition. 
Are the liberties of Kentucky to be subverted 
in l^o3— id k*a th ar j a century from theperil- 
ous limes in which they were snatched Irom 
the rude embrace of tbe savage tribes, by the 
Booties, Ballards, the Logans, Kuighte, Keu- 
tons, Uarlans, Ueadys, Aliens, Hard i us, 
Crisis, Cre-pps, and others? Are we to have il 
delermined lor Kentucky what shall be ber 
domestic relatious within by the pressure of 
arms from without? We raised tbe emaoci 
pation question in 18411 — it was raised legiti- 
mately oy Kentucklaus — Keniucklans decided 
It and Keniuckiaiis have cheerfully submitted 
to that ■ a aa ri ow . Now if It is to be raised un 
der the bidding of the people of New Eugland, 
using ike Presideut aud Congress asmoutn- 
pieces, I hear it ou the rjgqt and ou the left 
ihal Kentucky most mould her ius'iiutions to 
suit the Views aud policy of men aud parties 
who live on'.- .1 ■ thet Sale. I kuow not how 
thin accords with the idea of civil and politi- 
esl liberty, euterlained by members wbo wish 
so speak to the Presidcat in whispers. As for 
me I will resist such a policy with my voice, 
and, it need be, with my right arm. I prefer 
to die in defense of my liberty, to live the ig- 
noble lila of a slave to the wiU of other., wbo 
have uo Higher title to liberty iu their Stales 
thau I have iu "my own, my ualivo band." 
1 make uo threats — I have tao much self-re- 
spect for that. Iu Ibis Hall I kuow uo fear 
in talking to a man with a million of troops at 
his comma-id, wilh their bayonet* aud sabers 
at oui laces, bayouets aud sabers at our backs. 
Hear you uot ihe echoes ol au honest, minly 
voice which rang through these hall- for thirty 
years? "It is mv father's voice " 

Next in the comedy of errors comes the 
proclamation, unitiug tbe rebels who were

ruiu and devastation aud uuiversal abolition 
aad au uncouditional surrender at discretion. 
This executive usnrpallou of all the powers of 
government, Federal and State, as exhibited 
iu this Border State itolicy and proclamation, 
which assumes lo give freedom lo :i,000,UOO ot 
slaves iu the rebel States, are propositions to 
meet the revolution wantonly and uunecesaa^ 
rily gotten up iu the South, wilh a revolution 
of the whole character, spirit aud purposes of 
the goveruineuL It is the fatal mistake of 
meeting r volution wilh revolution — of ti fin- 
ing rebulhou iu the South with rebellion in 
the North, East and West— of opposing re- 
sistauce to constitutions la the rebel Stales 
by resistance to law io the Union States— of 
meeting the anarchy aad oafusion of tbe re- 
bellion wilh lha overthrow of law and order 
in the Union. Mr. Chairman, I have no hope 
of retaining long in Ibe Union parly a meat 
ber wbo wishes to indorse the rebellion at 
RtchmoBd by saoeliouiug it when practised al 
Washington. The President in bis inaugural 
address, of the 4th of March, 1861, said : 

"Apprehension seems to e xuit among tbe 
people of the Southern Stales that by the ac- 
cession of a Republican Administration their 
property aud their peace and personal security 
are to be endangered. There bas never been 
any reasonable cause for such apprubeaslon. 
Indeed, the most ampla evidence lo the cou 
trary has all the while existed aud been oi*u 

Se' piiblistied^eechei of blm who now'a 1- 
dresses you. I do but quote from one of those 
speeches when I declare that 'I have no pur- 
pose, directly or indirectly, to interfere with 
the institution of fl every iu the States where 
it exists. 1 believe I have no lawful right lo 
do so, and I have uo inclination to do so.' 
Those who nominated and elected me did so 
with full knowledge that I had made this and 
many similar declarations, aud had never re- 
canted taem. And, more than this, they 
placed in Urn platform for my acceptance, aud 
as a law lo themselves and lo me, the clear aud 
emphatic resolution which 1 now read: 
RsscaW, That the maintenance inviolate of 
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the rights of ibe States, and es^ei dly th.- rifhi 
of each S'ate to order.and c, u i r ,i £ own IT 
mestic institutions ac e .rding la iu own judg- 
ment exclusively, is essential to that balance 
of power on which the perfection add endu- 
rance of onr political fabric depend, and we 
denounce the lawless invasion by armed lorce 
of the sill of auy S 
ter under w" 
of crimes." 

Now read the following extract from his 
proc lamation of January 1, 1103, and see how 
they produce a discord which jars from earth 
to heaven: ■* 

"Ou the first day of January, IStW, all per- 
sons held aa slaves witbla any State, or my 
de- lgoated part of a State, the people' whereol 
shall I ben be lu rebellion against Ihe United 
States, shall theu be thi uoeforward aud torev 
er Eras, and the executive government of the 
Unite d Stales, ioc ludiug the miliu y aud naval 
authority thereof, will rWayatM aud maintain 

tbe freedom of such per+ous, aud will d , 

act or acts to repress such pcrsous or auy or 
tbem in any edorls they may m .k ■ tor their 
actual freedom." 

There is au awakening of the publir mind 
to these enormous pretentions, to power— these 
startling iuroads iipou the ebsravler and ge- 
nius of Hje Coustiiuiion. Tbi people watch 
infrautious of the law, and look rlla a jtiahiBS 
eye lo the administratioB of their (iovernmeut. 
The people — aud who are the people? The 
law maker lu this Hall, the lauuer at bis 
plow, the lawyer at the bar, the mechanic 
iu his shop, the Judge ou the bench, Ihe sailor 
upou the bounding billow, ill are ihe people. 
There is uo danger of the public liberties be- 
ing de stroyed so long as the peoule are observ- 
ant of the mode aud manner of conducting 
affairs by their public servants. Tbcie i- u.» 
danger to liberty while the people wauh 
and the people's representative- are tru • iud 
faithful sentinels, glvluir the alaim aud op 
posiug every measure which trenches upon 
the liberties or interests ol the people. Con- 
stiiutioual liberty is in iu greate st pari! hi 
limes like these of great commotion. Libert v, 
like a modest maidru, shriuks away aud bides 
her beauteous face iu Ihe aveeaaaw ed the 
greatest armies qf ihe worid. Liberty aud 
peace walk baud in hand as loviug sisters. 
Condemnation of the rebellion has been pro 
uounced by Kentucky's roariug artillery and 
4o,l)00 musketeers. Our members of Con- 
gress, the press ol lbs Stale, all speak iu ecu 
sure aud Strong condemnation of these atro- 
cious measures; the whole people of the Suite 
condemn their Telly and luiihle ssness, and if 
our plain, open, honest e xpres-iou ol opioioa 
cuts Keutucky down, let her la.ll. She will 
act as becomes a great and free people meeting 
gr.ai aud uumotiied wrongs. Then cornea 
lUe prop.isitiou iu Congress la arm, organize, 
and take into ihe Federal service tbe aewroea 
ot th« rtbel Stales. Wbit aUtfrnstfafej fol- 
lyl What imbecility! What hallucination! 

Nupob-ou, the imperial N ipob.oii, the first 
Consul: iu bis Russian campaign one of his 
Marshals, when he was haul pressed by the 
Russians, suggested that he should declare 
freedom to the serfa, ami arm them against 
tueir masters. His aaswer was all that could 
come fresh lro-u the generous, magnanimous 
heart of a brave geullemau aud soldier: "1 
cauuol do lhat, because, it 1 d d, thcCz ir could 
not be my Irieud alter the war is over." What 
a rebuke/ Agdusta loreigu nation, between 
which aud his owu t'uere was no sympathy, no 
bond of fellowship, resulting irom eom- 
mou ancestry, c.uuiuoq language, c muuou 
destiny, uo laws iu couimou, betweeu stranger 
nations — however hard the. sires* of e ircum 
stances of Russian winters — of snows and 
trusts uuder wlileii bis ^iaud army perish :d, 
aud w->s buried — he couid uoi ec.usi nt to 
liiid bis allies, to open recru ; tiug slaaous, iu 
tlie kitchens of even a fori ign uatiou. What 
a savage, lieudish proposition — how cowardly 
aud meau the idea! JfwcsMJ mil I ions of peo- 
ple iu the Uuiou Stales Und il necessary to 
arm negroes lo whip live millions ol people in 
ibe seceded Slates. This New England policy 
and rebellion agaiust law and decency U 
bringing the Union cause to ruin and ioiainy, 
by associating wilh il au infamous Kciofuicai 
urcs, coudemned by the laws of moderu war, 
as beyond the pale ot civiKz uion. These 
measures are so flagrant ia their disregard of 
all law, hum in aud divine, so destructive of 
every idea aud hope of realoriwg i constitu- 
tional Uuiou, that a man may be well excu-c d 
for not knowing which way to light lo put. 
down most rebellmu. Coulusiou BMfWS OBSf 
founded. Chaos piled upon chaos. Mr. Chair- 
man, I cauuol Uud iu the Eug1i«k language 
words .trout; euough to expri as say i .iii.inii- 
natioBot the folly and atroc ity ol these dis 
g listing measures. Tile gentlemen I., in Km- 
lou (Mr. biuucll), from Madison • Mr. Bur- 
uam), and Boyle (Mr. Bell), have all apohasi 
hv pot helically— urn*, if the negro gets be 
twecB me and my government -down goes 
the negro— it I have to take choice betweeu 
the govimuioul ami the uegro, ihea down 
goes the uegro. Now what is the u e or 
speaking that way ? There. U no such issue, 
nor can there be any such iiauc unb ss aboli- 
liou slang and falsehood shall take the place 
of truth aud law ami s .iiu.t political philos- 
ophy. Wbeii I bear gciiilemen speak thai 
way, it makes the impression on my mind that 
they are teeliug out for lhat Issue— that 
tbey invite that issue— thai they desire it. 
It is the echo ot the tailacioua idea Lhat 
slavery is tbe cause of the rebellion, and 
abolish slavery aud yon abolish the rebel- 
lion. We have enough uew lisuee and 
complications to deal with uow without cc- 
grattiug anv mote upon the difficulties and 
miaforiuueai dire with which tbe nation is be- 
set. Geu. Rousseau, I believe, held similar 
language ou tbe occasion ol a banquet given 
to him in Louisville last year. Perhaps no 
great si^niticaucc should be iriveu to such a 
couisr of remark indulged by him ou a festive 
occasion which ofteu excuses if not justifies 
the greatest latitude of slowing elocution, 
especially when it may be presumed that be 
was ami.; lions ot promotion for his batiles 
fought and won; but wheu I bear it ia the 
so'aeruess of debate iu ibis hall I have mi-rav- 
ings as lo the fuiure harmony and pc ice of 
Kentucky. Let us adhere to the oi l Cuu-ii 
tulion — to the old Uuion — to legitimate and 
ralioual measures of polie-y for tbe enforce 
in. nt of tbe oue aud the restoration of tbe 
other. Let us iu open, firm, respectful 
guage point out to the President the depart- 
ures of his Adinioistraliou from tbe plain 
spirit and letter of tbe Constitution, aud the 
errors of policy which are said to h ive t>. . n 
forced upon him by an unreasonable and un- 
scrupulous Congress; remludiug him of our d» - 
votion totbe Union of theStates, wilh all their 
laws sacredly respected and enforced; bee kou 
him away from the embraces of a misguided, 
pestiferous party, whose policy iuvolvcs Hie 
destruction of the governmeur, the while man 
and the black mau lu a common ruin, Horn 
which there Is no escape, no salvation. Let 
us do this, as becomes the successors of tbe 
illustrious meu wbo preceded us iu these balls, 
aud leave the consequences to «i..<l. Speak 
Ing recently in Congress on these subjects, Ibe 
cdoqueul^ enthusiasm o( Wadswonh " uiiu.i* 

Hear biai: 

"Well, sir, Ihe law as it now stands, it ?eems 
to me, is ample to carry out this pr..jr, t. I 
do not know why the Executive shjoal t roase 
here for any more power upou ihe subjec t of 
recruiting, orgauixing, oilier ring, paying, 
marching and lighting African brigades, lb) oi 
there is now upon thu statute liook; aod I 
confess now that I am iuduced to raise my 
voice against Ibis measure, not so much he- 
cause It is something new, but beeiose Ho- 
tline has come when every mau should speik 
out; when every mau who preserves auy love 
for his country should declare all the feelings 
of his heart and all the purposes of hire mind 
without any reservation , aud should here, in 
this place, where he bas beeu posted as a sen- 
tinel by his people, proclaim to them lhat 
there is uo hope, uo escape Irom this policy 
that aims at their total desti m tiou, exc-pt 
iu au instant, united, firm, and nianlv resist- 
ance lo il; and oy an appeal lor protection to 
that power which is behind presidents and 
cabinets; the power that made them and can 
uumake them; th : powers which lives and 
breathes and burns; tbe power which has 
spoken at the ballot-box. There is no longer 
any virtue in silence and forbearanc \ I havs 
tried il; we have tried it.
